J.  E.  Oliver,  Richmond,  '03,  the  first  na- 
tional president  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  now 
lives  at  2626  Hill  Street,  Alexandria,  La.,  and 
is  85  years  old  and  still  very  lively.  The  pro- 
file which  follows  is  taken  from  the  Wheel 
of  the  local  Rotary  Club.  The  write-up  and 
picture  were  smuggled  to  the  paper's  editor 
by  Mrs.  Oliver  without  J,  E.'s  knowledge — 

"Ed  Oliver,  a  deacon  in  the  Emmanuel 
Baptist  Church  and  former  Sunday  School 
teacher,  once  carried  the  title  of  "Devil"  .  .  . 
worked  in  a  printing  shop — setting  type  .  .  . 
this  occupation  known  in  the  trade  as 
'Printer's  Devil.' 

"Was  a  charter  member  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsi- 
lon fraternity  at  Richmond  College  in  1903. 
Taught  there  one  year  after  graduation,  then 
came  to  Alexandria  as  Principal  of  Alex- 
andria High  School  .  .  .  that's  where  he  met 
Mary.  They  were  married  here  in  1906. 

"Managed  the  Chronicle  Publishing  Com- 
pany (now  Standard  Printing  Company)  in 
1916.  Served  in  World  War  .  .  .  spent  1920 
in  France  and  Italy.  Has  never  been  known 
to  swear  ...  is  so  methodical  he  doesn't  need 
or  use  a  clock,  according  to  Mary,  and  .  .  . 
never  permits  his  bare  feet  to  touch  the  floor. 
Served  eight  years  as  administrator  of  Bap- 
tist Hospital  without  vacation  ,  .  .  formerly 
operated  Ed-Mary  Tourist  Court  .  .  .  now 
retired  .  .  .  attended  International  Rotary 
Convention  in  Mexico  City  in  1953.  .  .  .  He 
was  vice-president  that  year  .  .  .

Green  Lane  Camp 


By  JOHX  OSWALD 


I  AM  proud  of  the  part  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
is  playing  through  its  Camp  Fund  in 
fostering  the  work  of  university-connected 
summer  camps  for  underprivileged  boys.  As 
counselor  and  as  Arts  and  Crafts  Director  for 
two  summers  at  University  Camp  for  Boys, 
Green  Lane,  Pa.,  I  have  seen  the  fine  in- 
fluence exercised  on  some  disadvantaged  boys 
from  Philadelphia,  ranging  in  age  from  10 
to  14.  The  six  camps  of  10  days'  duration 
each  are  counseled  by  Pennsylvania  under- 
graduates. 

When  the  boys  first  arrive  they  are  intro- 
duced to  the  facilities.  The  days  then  follow 
in  a  regular  routine  of  rising,  breakfast,  cabin 
cleanup,  short  talks  by  counselors,  inter-cabin 
sport  competition,  instruction  in  archery, 
swimming,  and  crafts;  luncheon  which  is  fol- 
lowed by  further  activity;  dinner,  which  is 
followed  by  an  hour's  free  time,  and  then  such 
activities  as  Capture  the  Flag,  an  Indian 
rodeo,  Hares  and  Hounds,  a  treasure  hunt,  an 
Indian  campfire,  skit  night,  and  similar  doings. 
Tucking  the  boys  in  for  the  night  and  telling 
them  some  tale  after  Taps  concludes  the  day. 

The  final  day  is  short  and  all  interest  is 
focused  on  the  pennant  race.  Each  junior  and 
senior  cabin  has  won  points  during  camp  in 
cabin  inspection,  athletic  contests,  games,  and 


individual  tourneys.  The  cabin  in  each  group 
with  the  highest  total  is  awarded  recognition 
and  each  member  receives  a  camp  pennant  as 
souvenir.    Individual   awards   are   also   given. 

The  program  for  the  campers  tries  to  let 
them  enjoy,  as  fully  as  possible,  the  camp's 
90-odd  acres  in  the  wooded  countryside  40 
miles  from  the  city.  There  is  chance  to  play 
away  from  crowded  city  conditions  and  home 
atmospheres  which  are  often  deplorable  and 
difficult.  The  boys  adapt  to  new  acquaintances 
and  are  shown  what  for  many  is  a  new 
method  of  discipline,  since  non-violent  means 
are  emphasized  by  the  counselors.  A  very  ade- 
quate and  varied  diet  is  supplied  for  all. 
Camp  Director  Dana  How,  a  member  of  Theta 
Chi,  is  an  inspiring  influence.  The  camp  has 
a  definite  religious  basis,  with  Christian  pre- 
cepts being  fostered,  not  through  preaching, 
but  by  demonstration  and  action  during  the 
camp  period  by  the  counselors. 

Living  closely  together  for  a  summer,  hav- 
ing one's  resources  challenged  constantly 
through  work  with  the  boys  and  being  men- 
tally stimulated  and  challenged  by  the  direc- 
tor "reveals  the  poverty  of  one's  own  soul," 
as  one  counselor  expressed  it.  The  experience 
has  ways  of  maturing  a  young  man  and  help- 
ing him  to  understand  himself  and  others.

PUBLICATION  of  Me  and  the  Liberal  Arts, 
the  new  novel  by  Dave  Morrah,  North 
Carolina  State,  '35,  has  brought  the  public  eye 
on  an  unobtrusive  genius  who  has  racked  up 
a  great  many  magnificent  accomplishments  in 
27  years. 

Though  this  is  his  first  novel,  it  is  by  no 
means  his  first  creative  work.  He  is  well  known 
for  his  other  books — Cinderella  Hassenpfeffer, 
Fraulein  Bopeepen,  Heinrich  Schnibble,  Sil- 
ly nyms,  Alice  in  Wunderbarland,  and  Who 
Ben  Kaputen  Der  Robin?  And  next  fall,  Dou- 
bleday  &  Co.,  publishers  of  Me  and  the  Liberal 
Arts,  will  publish  Der  Wizard  in  Ozzenland. 

The  writing  for  which  Dave  Morrah  became 
nationally  known  is  the  series  of  humorous 
pieces  and  illustrations  which  he  has  been 
contributing  to  The  Saturday  Evening  Post 
since  1946.  These  pieces  are  written  in  what 
Morrah  calls  his  "mock  German."  His  first 
was  about  the  disappearance  rumors  of  Hitler. 
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Gescribes  an  Opus 


His  book  Sillynyms  displays  a  different 
facet  of  humor.  He  says  the  following  lines 
should  be  sung  to  the  tune  of  "The  Star 
Spangled  Banner": 

"Jose,  can  you  see 
By  the  Don's  early  light 
'Washed   so   partly!'   we   yelled, 
At  the  skylight's  last  cleaning." 

Much  of  Me  and  the  Liberal  Arts  reads  like 
TV's  Tarheel  Andy  Griffith  talks,  for  the 
ebullient  native  humor  comes  from  the  same 
fertile  source  in  the  red  clay  of  the  North 
Carolina  fields. 

However,  Morrah  does  a  weekly  column, 
"Nothing  Ventured,"  in  the  Goldsboro  Daily 
News  which  is  light  and  entertaining  but  has 
no  trick  verbiage.

Dave  Morrah's  illustrations,  too,  are  highly 
professional.  Though  he  has  had  no  formal 
schooling  in  art,  he  is  a  painter,  cartoonist, 
and  cover  jacket  designer.  He  did  the  jacket 
for  Me  and  the  Liberal  Arts.  He  counts  sculp- 
toring  as  one  of  his  hobbies  and  also  wood- 
carving — or  "whittling,"  as  he  calls  it.  It  takes 
him  approximately  a  day  and  a  half  to  carve  a 
monkey  out  of  a  peach  pit. 

Morrah  dresses  conservatively,  wears 
glasses,  and  stands  about  five  feet-six  or 
-seven  inches.  His  weight  is  121  pounds — 
three  pounds  heavier  than  he  was  the  year 
of  his  graduation  from  North  Carolina  State 
when  he  won  the  Southern  Conference  wres- 
tling; championship  in  his  division. 


He  says  he  had  the  best  job  offer  of  his 
class  in  the  engineering  field  in  the  depression 
year  1935 — $40  a  month — but  State  offered 
him  $100  to  serve  as  wrestling  coach,  and  he 
accepted. 

World  War  H  found  Morrah  in  the  special 
services  division  of  the  Army  as  judo,  bayo- 
net, and  knife  instructor.  After  five  years  of 
duty  in  the  States  and  Alaska,  he  was  dis- 
charged as  a  captain  and  came  home  in  1946. 
\V  bile  in  service  he  had  written  and  illus- 
trated a  manual  on  judo  and  bayonet  fight- 
ing. He  had  also  begun  "cartooning  for 
profit." 

Morrah  spends  his  mornings  at  Guilford 
College,  where  he  is  director  of  public  rela- 
tions and  promotion.  During  the  afternoons 
he  writes,  when  the  muse  is  disposed. 

Me  and  the  Liberal  Arts 

Dave  Morrah's  new  novel  has  been  called 
a  howling  spoof  of  contemporary  academic 
organization.  It  is  the  story  of  Wilbur  Hare, 
of  Higgsboro,  N.C.,  who  wants  to  marry  Mil- 
licent  Britt;  but  Millicent  wants  to  marry  a 
college  man.  Wilbur  who  has  finished  only 
eight  grades  of  school,  goes  away  to  small 
King  City  College.  He  is  hired  as  grounds- 
keeper,  but  thinks  he  is  a  self-help  student. 
Wilbur  tangles  with  English,  Algebra,  Psy- 
chology, and  Biology,  eventually  thwarts  a 
plot  by  two  staff  members  to  oust  the  pres- 
ident and  steal  part  of  a  large  bequest.  As  a 
reward,  he  receives  an  honorary  degree. 
Bachelor  of  Human  Experience,  and  wins 
Millicent.

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WHEN  the  Michigan  Zeta  Chapter  at  Ferris 
Institute  in  Big  Rapids,  Michigan,  was 
installed  on  February  10,  it  brought  into 
the  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  brotherhood  one  of  the 
largest  groups  ever  to  be  chartered.

To  the  men  of  the  Michigan  Zeta  Chapter 
the  three-day  event  was  a  momentous  occa- 
sion. Many  of  Ferris  Institute's  facilities  are 
real  show  pieces;  and  thus  enhancing  the 
solemnity  of  the  occasion  was  the  functional 
beauty  of  the  surroundings  and  the  crescendo 
of  excitement  characteristic  of  the  climax  of  a 
long-range  project.  It  has  been  more  than  12 
years  that  men  in  this  group  have  been  study- 
ing and  considering  a  national  affiliation.

Activities  began  in  earnest  Friday  night, 
February  9 — although  the  staff  representative, 
the  chapter  counselor,  and  the  officers  had 
been  earnestly  active  for  three  days  before — 
with  a  coffee  hour  in  the  Student  Center  to 
get  acquainted  with  the  visiting  chapters  and 
the  alumni  returning  for  the  installation. 

Since  the  group  was  so  large  the  officers 
and  seven  of  the  senior  men  were  initiated  in 
solemn,  midnight  ceremonies,  clearing  the 
way  for  an  expeditious  Saturday  schedule. 

Highlight  of  Saturday  came  at  the  installa- 
tion banquet  attended  by  the  new  initiates, 
both  undergraduate  and  alumni;  the  pledges; 
the  national  representatives;  the  visiting  in- 
stallation teams;  college  dignitaries,  and  rep- 
resentatives from  each  of  the  other  fraterni- 
ties at  Ferris. 

Principal  speaker  was  Grand  President 
Black  who  outlined  the  history  of  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  and  urged  that  "character  and 
brains"  be  the  prime  requisite  for  selection  to 
Sig  Ep  membership.

On  behalf  of  Ferris  Institute  and  in  the 
absence  of  President  Victor  F.  Spathelf,  Dr. 
Ardwin  J.  Dolio,  vice-president  for  Academic 
Affairs,  welcomed  the  new  chapter  to  the 
campus  as  the  first  national  social  fraternity  to 
be  chartered  at  the  college.  Dr.  Dolio  ex- 
pressed the  college's  appreciation  for  the 
excellent  demeanor  with  which  the  fraterni- 
ties conducted  themselves  and  pointed  out 
that  just  a  few  days  before  the  Big  Rapids  City 
Commission  had  passed  a  formal  resolution 
saluting  the  Ferris  Greek-letter  groups  for 
"the  many  charitable,  civic,  and  educational 
activities  they  have  conducted  for  the  better- 
ment of  the  city." 

The  Dean  of  Men  Edwin  Heusinkveld,  who 
serves  as  faculty  adviser  for  the  Interfrater- 
nity  Council  and  ex-officio  adviser  for  all  other 
male  campus  organizations,  welcomed  the  new 
group  into  the  college's  organization  roster. 

Chapter  Counselor  Joseph  E.  Deupree,  who 
is  a  member  of  the  college's  Institutional  Re- 
lations staff,  and  a  member  of  the  faculty  of 
the  School  of  General  Education,  extolled  the 
pace-setting  history  over  the  past  42  years  of 
the  group  which  has  become  the  Michigan 
Zeta  Chapter. 

Richard  Bauman,  chapter  president,  served 


as  toastmaster.  Others  at  the  speakers'  table 
were  Rev.  John  Najdowski,  rector  of  the 
Catholic  Chapel  of  St.  Paul,  which  is  adjacent 
to  the  college,  who  gave  the  invocation;  Ex- 
ecutive Director  Johnson,  District  Governor 
Gaultney,  and  Staff  Representative   Bernard. 

Directly  in  front  of  the  speakers'  table  was 
an  honors  table  at  which  were  seated:  three 
of  the  local's  honf)rary  members,  Dr.  Frank 
Ireland,  Frank  Karas  and  Dacho  Dachoff  of 
the  Ferris  faculty;  Dr.  Harold  Wisner,  Regis- 
trar; Mahlon  Herrick,  chairman  of  the  col- 
lege's Student  Affairs  Advisory  Committee, 
which  approves  all  campus  organizations; 
Ben  Durian,  Sig  Ep  from  the  University  of 
Toledo,  member  of  the  Ferris  faculty  and 
member  of  the  Michigan  Zeta's  Householding 
Foundation;  Ray  Townsend  of  the  class  of 
1938,  who  returned  for  the  installation ;  and 
Thomas  Proctor,  class  of  1958,  temporary 
chairman  of  the  Householding  Foundation. 

On  the  platform  back  of  the  speakers'  table 
were  the  American  flag,  the  display  flag,  the 
initials  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  in  Greek  letters 
seven  feet  tall,  and  a  replica  of  the  Sig  Ep 
badge  fashioned  from  red  roses  and  violets, 
designed  so  that  an  individual  rose  bouton- 
niere  could  be  pulled  out  for  each  man.  Cli- 
max to  the  banquet  came  with  Bedford 
Black's  presentation  of  a  "rose  from  the 
heart"  to  each  of  the  new  initiates. 

Following  the  banquet  the  men  recessed 
long  enough  to  pick  up  their  dates  and  re-

turn  for  a  dance.  Music  for  the  dance  was 
provided  by  a  combo  of  Sig  Ep  members. 
Special  entertainment  was  provided  by  the 
group's  glee  club  of  16  voices  which  sang  Sig 
Ep  songs  and  some  of  their  own  original 
numbers  written  by  brother  Jim  Cherry. 

On  Sunday  the  brothers  attended  church 
together — ^the  protestants  going  to  the  United 
Church,  whose  pastor  is  the  Rev.  David  Deb- 
bink,  a  Sig  Ep  from  Carroll  College,  Wau- 
kesha, Wis.,  and  the  Catholics  going  to  the 
Chapel  of  St.  Paul.  Both  Rev.  Debbink  and 
Fr.  Najdowski  made  mention  of  the  installa- 
tion in  their  sermons.  Brothers  Gaultney  and 
Bernard  conducted  an  afternoon-long  orienta- 
tion meeting  with  the  officers  and  the  entire 
membership  of  newly-installed  undergradu- 
ates as  the  concluding  function  of  the  impres- 
sive weekend. 

Ferris  Institute 

Historically  the  Michigan  Zeta  Chapter, 
which  has  had  two  other  Greek-letter  names, 
is  more  than  half  as  old  as  its  parent  college 
— Ferris  Institute. 

Ferris  Institute,  soon  to  celebrate  its  80th 
birthday,  was  founded  in  1884  as  the  inspired 
creation  of  a  practical  school  teacher  of  ex- 
traordinary vision  who  was  destined  to  serve 
as  Governor  of  Michigan  and  a  United  States 
Senator — Woodbridge  Nathan  Ferris  who  be- 


lieved that  all  who  had  a  thirst  for  knowledge, 
regardless  of  previous  education  or  lack  of 
it,  should  be  given  the  opportunity  to  learn 
within  a  framework  of  exacting  and  demand- 
ing standards.  Seeking  to  meet  the  special 
needs  of  a  host  of  differing  individuals,  he 
built  his  curriculum  on  the  broadest  of  bases, 
incorporating  a  vast  array  of  vocational  and 
technical  teachings  applicable  to  the  demands 
of  everyday  living. 

But  it  has  been  in  the  last  12  years  that  the 
full  scope  of  Ferris  Institute  has  become  evi- 
dent. On  July  1,'  1950,  Michigan  Public  Act 
114  was  placed  in  formal  effect^its  explicit 
purpose  to  accord  state  college  status  and 
support  to  a  private  school  whose  distinctive 
educational  service  had  earned  it  widespread 
respect. 

Rarely  in  the  history  of  higher  learning  has 
an  institution  responded  to  so  monumental  a 
challenge  with  such  vigor  and  dispatch.  Dur- 
ing this  dynamic  decade  Ferris  Institute  has: 

— Revived  from  a  devastating  fire  which,  al- 
most simultaneous  with  the  granting  of  the 
state  charter,  reduced  to  ashes  all  campus 
buildings  save  one.  Today  there  are  37  perma- 
nent, architecturally-homogeneous  structures, 
including  a  dormitory  complex  accommodat- 
ing two-thirds  of  the  student  body. 

—Undergone  a  quadrupling  of  enrollment, 
a   tripling   of   faculty,   a   14-fold   increase   in 
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Student  Center,  campus  "living  room,"  is  the  setting  for  the  College's  social  functions. 


campus  acreage.  Today's  statistics:  3,700  stu- 
dents, 225  faculty  members,  nearly  250  acres. 
— Expanded  its  instructional  program  in 
accordance  with  its  tradition-hallowed  pen- 
chant for  providing  superior  training  in  spe- 
cialized vocational  competencies  along  with 
preparation  for  purposeful  citizenship.  Con- 
current strides  in  accreditation  and  recogni- 
tion from  the  loftiest  councils  of  higher  learn- 
ing have  also  contributed  to  a  rewarding 
growth  in  academic  stature. 

The  Local  Group 

Paralleling  the  growth  of  the  burgeoning 
college  is  the  group  of  men  who  have  become 
the  Michigan  Zeta  Chapter  of  Sigma  Phi  Ep- 
silon. 

Organized  in  1920  as  Gamma  Phi  Sigma,  it 
was  the  first  Greek-letter  social  group  to  be 
founded  at  Ferris.  At  the  outset  the  men  were 
known  as  the  Gimmies,  but  it  would  have 
been  better  if  they  had  been  known  as  the 
"Gotties,"  because  they  "got  what  it  takes," 
and  they  have  had  what  it  takes  ever  since. 

As  pace-setter  for  the  other  campus  Greeks, 
they  soon  became  affiliated  with  a  secondary 
national.  Phi  Sigma  Chi,  which  like  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon  was  founded  in  1901.  In  1926 
the  group  asked  all  the  Gamma  Phi  Sigma 
alumni  to  come  back  to  Ferris  to  become  as- 
sociated with  Phi  Sigma  Chi.  This  was  the 
first  Ferris  Institute  Homecoming — an  event 
which  has  grown  in  scope  and  magnitude  until 
it  has  become  an  important  campus  tradition. 
As  far  as  is  known,  the  Michigan  Zeta  Chap- 
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ter  is  the  only  fraternal  chapter  to  stage  a 
Homecoming  for  its  alma  mater. 

As  Ferris  developed  from  an  embryonic 
state  college  to  a  full-fledged  institution  of 
high  distinction,  so  did  the  Phi  Sigma  Chi 
chapter  and  the  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Colony. 

Here  is  their  record  to  date:  five  consecu- 
tive first  place  trophies  in  the  snow  sculpture 
competition ;  eight  of  nine  first-place  trophies 
in  the  annual  college  variety  show,  Kampus 
Kapers;  three  out  of  five  top  trophies  in  the 
Annual  Greek  Sing  competitions.  In  addition 
there  is  a  basketball  team  which  has  added 
numerous  trophies  to  the  trophy  case  by  win- 
ning 30  out  of  32  games. 

It  was  this  group  which  held  the  college's 
first  parents'  day,  inviting  their  folks  to  spend 
a  day  at  the  campus.  It  was  this  group  which 
instituted  a  talent  show,  giving  talented  stu- 
dents an  opportunity  to  perform  before  their 
contemporaries  in  the  formal  setting  of  the 
theater.  It  is  this  group  which  has  been  asked 
to  stage  with  the  honorary  dramatic  society 
Alpha  Psi  Omega  the  first  all-college  variety 
show.

When  he 
visited  Mrs.  MacGregor's  class  with  one  of 
his  undergraduate  Sig  Ep  brothers,  Mrs. 
MacGregor  recognized  him.  "He  hasn  t 
changed  a  bit,"  she  said.

Are  Off  and  Running

AFTER  a  33-year  lapse,  the  University  of 
Nevada  welcomed  another  national  fra- 
ternity, Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  to  its  Reno  cam- 
pus March  10.  When  Grand  President  Bed- 
ford W.  Black  presented  Nevada  Alpha's 
charter  to  Sig  Ep's  157th  active  chapter,  he 
ended  a  three-and-one-half  year  colonization 
period  for  Nevadans. 

The  man  who  started  Sig  Eps  in  the  "Silver

State"  was  present  at  the  installation:  Darrel 
D.  Brittsan,  now  Director  of  Chapter  Services, 
who  was  a  province  director  when  he  began 
the  Nevada  colony. 

Installation  activities  moved  into  high  gear 
the  evening  of  March  8,  when  the  members 
took  their  national  pledge  tests.  The  exams 
caused  both  concern  and  study  among  the 
colony  members,  and  turned  out  to  be  the 
beginning  of  a  big  weekend. 

The  Fraternity's  national  officers  arrived  in 
Reno  on  Friday,  March  9.  First  to  arrive  was 
Grand  President  Black  and  Lyle  Holmgren, 
Director  of  Alumni  Affairs.  Dr.  Ulysses  Grant 
Dubach,  National  Scholarship  Director,  fol- 
lowed an  hour  later.  Bruce  H.  Hasenkamp, 
Governor  of  District  28,  Bill  Tuck,  chapter 
president,  and  Loyal  Rosendahl,  resident 
counselor,  met  the  officials  at  the  Reno  Air- 
port. 

After  an  hour's  rest  in  the  Mapes  Hotel, 
the  officers  were  taken  to  the  colony  house 
where  they  met  the  members  and  Karl  Gal- 
lagher, Montana,  and  Hayes  Shaffer,  Lehigh, 
alumni  board  secretary  and  treasurer  respec- 
tively. After  a  tour  of  the  chapter  house,  they 
spent  the  evening  getting  acquainted  with  the 
men  from   Nevada,   San  Jose  State,  and  the 
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University  of  California  at  Berkeley.  A  seafood 
buffet  was  served. 

Initiations  began  early  Saturday  morning 
with  teams  from  San  Jose  and  Cal  putting 
the  men  through  formal  rites.  The  California 
Alpha  (Berkeley)  team  included  Tom  Hobday, 
president ;  Mike  Cook,  Stan  Farrar,  Fred  Mer- 
riam,  Jim  Litsinger,  and  Dave  Hammer.  Mem- 
bers of  the  California  Epsilon  (San  Jose 
State)  team  were  President  Chuck  Osier, 
Pete  McGrath.  Rich  Corby,  Bill  Witt,  John 
Worthington,  Gene  Baroway,  Jim  Gross,  and 
Mike  Bredenbeck,  chapter  counselor  and 
alumni  board  president  of  Cal  Epsilon. 

Newly  initiated  Sig  Eps,  plus  the  old  ones, 
gathered  with  guests  that  evening  in  the 
Mapes  Hotel  for  a  stag  banquet.  Nevada 
Alpha  received  its  charter  at  the  banquet; 
then  celebrated  with  a  spectacular  Installa- 
tion ball  that  lasted  past  midnight.

eight  members.  It  acquired  its  present  house, 
situated  on  a  hill  overlooking  the  campus,  in 
January,  1959. 

Since  that  time,  the  fraternity  has  stabilized 
its  membership,  and  has  consolidated  its  posi- 
tion on  the  Reno  campus. 

In  earlier  days,  the  colony  was  assisted  by 
John  Petricciani,  Rensselaer,  who  was  chapter 
counselor  from  1958-60.  He  is  now  a  medical 
student  at  Stanford  University.  Petricciani  in- 
troduced a  colony  ritual,  a  preparatory  step 
used  to  initiate  into  colony  active  status.  It  was 
a  strong  factor  in  influencing  colony  organiza- 
tion and  attitudes  along  lines  of  an  active 
chapter. 

Last  spring,  the  colony  received  its  second, 
and  most  vital,  push  toward  activation  with

the  arrival  of  Loyal  Rosendahl,  as  resident 
counselor.  Rosendahl,  a  former  president  of 
the  University  of  Washington  chapter,  contrib- 
uted a  great  deal  to  the  strengthening  of  the 
Nevada  colony,  and  aimed  it  along  the  same 
lines  of  success  that  his  home  chapter  had 
followed. 

Charter  members  are  active  in  many  phases 
of  campus  activities,  including  interfraternity 
athletics,  student  government,  professional 
fraternities.  Army  ROTC,  campus  service 
groups  and  publications.  The  latest  triumph 
was  the  capture  of  the  interfraternity  rifle 
trophy. 

Fraternities  are  old  institutions  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Nevada,  which  has  seen  many 
prominent  (ireek  alumni  move  to  positions  of 
importance  throughout  the  state. 

The  University  was  provided  for  in  1864  in 
the  state  constitution  and  was  established  in 
Elko  in  1874.  Moved  to  Reno  in  the  1880s, 
it  had  fraternities  in  the  '90s,  but  its  first 
national  charter  didn't  come  until  Sigma  Nu 
granted    one    in    1914.    Phi    Sigma    Kappa,

Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon,  Alpha  Tau  Omega, 
Theta  Chi,  Lambda  Chi  Alpha,  and  a  Sigma 
Chi  colony  now  function  at  Nevada.  The 
Lambda  Chis  were  the  last  to  install — in  1929. 
Since  then  11  other  fraternities  have  tried  and 
failed  to  obtain  a  charter  until  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  chartered  Nevada  Alpha  on  March 
10,  1962. 

The  four  sororities  are  all  national.  The 
oldest  is  Delta  Delta  Delta,  but  Pi  Beta  Phi, 
Gamma  Phi  Beta,  and  Kappa  Alpha  Theta 
combine  to  make  a  strong  Panhellenic  body. 

The  Nevada  chapter  officially  joined  this 
family  on  March  3  when  the  Board  of  Regents 
approved  the  chartering.  Dr.  Kenneth  Young, 
executive  vice-president  at  the  University  of 
Nevada,  pointed  this  out  when  he  welcomed 
the  new  fraternity  at  the  banquet.  Young's 
speech  preceded  one  by  Dr.  U.  G.  Dubach. 
Dr.  Dubach  urged  the  new  initiates  to  strive 
for  a  position  above  the  ordinary. 
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"This  generation  doesn't  need  common 
men;  what  we  need  today  are  a  great  many 
uncommon  men,"  he  stated,  remarking  that, 
"you  aren't  going  to  do  any  more  or  any 
better  than  you  think  you're  going  to  do." 

Grand  President  Bedford  Black  followed 
Dr.  Dubach,  prefacing  the  charter  presenta- 
tion with  some  observations  on  brotherhood. 
"If  we  could  solve  the  problem  of  brother- 
hood ...  we  would  go  a  long  long  way,"  he 
said.  "The  ideas  of  our  12  Founders  are  as 
good  now  as  they  were  60  years  ago,"  said 
Black,  and  observed  that  "it's  up  to  Nevada 
Alpha  to  develop  desire,  inspiration,  and 
character  now." 

Master  of  Ceremonies  Bill  Tuck  then  in- 
troduced District  Governor  Bruce  Hasenkamp, 
who  helped  the  San  Jose  and  Berkeley  chap- 
ters present  their  gift  to  Nevada  Alpha.  A 
large  crest  molded  of  bronze  and  set  in  a 
plaque,  it  will  hang  in  the  Nevada  chapter 
house. 

Darrel  Brittsan  installed  the  chapter  offi- 
cers, including  Bill  Tuck,  president;  Henry 
Lund,  vice-president;  Lane  Abbott,  control- 
ler; Chan  Johnson,  secretary;  Wayne  Fergu- 
son, recorder;   and  Glen  Galloway,  chaplain.

An  hour  after  the  banquet,  the  room  had 
been  cleared  and  Sig  Eps  turned  out  for  the 
Installation  Ball.  A  5-piece  band  played  for 
more  than  200  couples — until  pinning  cere- 
monies halted  them.  The  ceremonies  con- 
cluded in  a  songfest  with  the  San  Jose  and 
Berkeley  chapters.  At  this  point  Loyal  Rosen- 
dahl,  resident  counselor,  introduced  a  former 
Queen  of  Hearts  from  Ohio  Epsilon,  Mary 
Anderson  (author  of  "Something  of  Value," 
Journal,  February,  '61,  p.  5)  and  Pam 
Hinkley,  Queen  of  Hearts  from  Nevada 
Alpha.  Following  the  proper  ceremonies, 
brother  Rosendahl  led  the  hundreds  of  Sig 
Eps   in   singing  the   "Sweetheart   Song."

HREE  years  ago  our  chapter  existed  in 
name  only.  We  could  boast  of  no  campus 
firsts.  Davidson  Sig  Eps  ranked  12th  out  of 
12  fraternities  in  scholarship,  rushing  was 
carried  on  in  a  poor  manner,  and  the  brother- 
hood was  generally  at  an  all-time  low.  This 
weakness  wasn't  the  fault  of  individual  mem- 
bers; it  was  the  result  of  the  lack  of  unity 
on  the  part  of  the  whole  group. 

This  uninspired,  unspirited  situation  con- 
tinued for  two  years.  However,  in  that  interim 
at  least  a  few  of  the  brothers  realized  the 
situation  and  set  out  to  remedy  it.  As  a  result 
we  were  able  to  pull  our  scholarship  up  to 
7th  out  of  12.  This  was  scarcely  praiseworthy 
but  the  direction  was  upward.  Interest  in  the 
fraternity  and  its  welfare  began  to  grow.  And 
we  knew  we  had  to  keep  on  growing.  We 
either  had  to  surge  ahead  and  show  some  real 
progress  or  give  up  our  charter. 

The  1960-61  school  year  was  begun  by 
planning  what  turned  out  to  be  a  very  effec- 
tive rush  week.  At  last  we  were  beginning  to 
realize  a  real  and  genuine  effort  on  the  part 
of  the  whole  brotherhood.  We  had  success- 
fully carried  out  one  of  the  most  important 
steps  in  fraternity  life — rush.  On  pledge  day 
18  boys  joined  Sig  Ep.  The  following  months 
proved  to  be  a  period  of  growth  and  adjust- 
ment not  only  for  the  new  pledges  but  also  for 
the  brothers.  It  naturally  took  a  while  to 
learn  to  co-ordinate  our  talents  but  our  labors 
were  rewarded  when  the  pledges  placed  sec- 
ond in  the  Greek  Week  skit.  This  victory 
served  as  a  source  to  renew  our  spirit.  Now 
we  knew  without  a   doubt  that  we  had  the

potential  and,  more  important,  that  we  could 
utilize  it  as  demonstrated  by  the  success  of 
the  pledge  class. 

Later  on  in  the  year  all  the  fraternities 
were  afforded  another  opportunity  to  compete 
with  one  another  in  the  annual  campus  sing. 
In  this  competition  we  placed  2nd  out  of  12 
and  our  director  was  awarded  first  place. 
Spirit  within  the  brotherhood  effervesced  and 
at  last  the  other  fraternities  were  starting  to 
consider  us  a  threat  to  their  standing.  Per- 
haps in  the  coming  years  we  would  assume 
a  position  of  importance  on  the  Davidson 
campus  and  within  the  fraternity. 

Last  fall  we  set  our  goals  at  the  summit 
which  could  only  be  reached  after  climbing 
four  long,  hard  steps:  Homecoming  Displays, 
Pledge  Activities,  best  skit,  and  Scholarship. 
On  pledge  day  we  gained  30  new  pledges, 
providing  a  firm  foundation  for  our  plans.  Our 
pledge  class  was  the  largest  on  campus. 
Pledge  Trainer  Ken  Moore  immediately  out- 
lined the  year's  program  and  the  pledge  class 
set  to  work.  Homecoming  was  the  first  step  to 
be  ascended.  The  artists  and  mechanics  set 
to  work  supported  by  the  rest  of  the  brother- 
hood. On  Saturday,  October  14,  1961,  the 
judges  chose  our  display  as  the  best  of  any 
presented  for  judging.  This  was  an  important 
step  but  there  was  still  a  lot  to  be  done.  For 
the  rest  of  the  first  semester  the  pledges  went 
to  a  nearby  orphanage  on  Saturdays  to  help 
the  management  by  washing  windows,  paint- 
ing, and  in  any  other  way  needed. 

After  exams  Greek  Week  started.  Our  proj- 
ect was   the   painting   of  the  municipal   jail 


in  a  nearby  town.  At  this  same  time  the 
pledge  class  was  working  on  the  skit,  the 
second  step  toward  completion  of  our  goal. 
Time  was  growing  short.  Would  we  reach  our 
goal?  On  skit  night  all  the  fraternities  came 
together  in  competition.  Everyone  was  won- 
dering who  would  reach  this  important  second 
step.  All  the  pledge  classes  presented  their 
skits  and  the  judges  met  to  decide  the  winner. 
When  first  place  was  announced  our  pledge 
president  had  the  honor  of  once  again  going 
to  accept  the  trophy.  There  were  now  two 
steps  left.  The  third  and  fourth  steps.  Pledge 
Activities  and  Scholarship,  were  just  being 
completed.  The  reports  would  have  to  be  read 
by  the  judges  and  the  results  announced  at  a 
later  date.  In  about  a  week  the  judges 
reached  their  decision.  We  had  reached  our 
goal.  Our  pledges  had  done  the  best  of  all 
the  pledge  classes  on  campus.  We  had  re- 
ceived first  place  in  every  possible  category, 
something  that  had  not  been  done  by  our 
chapter  before.  Our  pledge  class  was  judged 
the  best  on  campus  on  the  basis  of  the  re- 
sults of  the  competition. 

However,  more  important  than  all  the 
honor  and  glory  we  received  was  the  fact 
that  we  as  a  chapter  had  risen  out  of  obscur- 
ity into  a  position  that  had  been  attained  by 
no  other  fraternity  on  this  campus.  We  had 
proven  to  ourselves  and  to  others  that  we 
could  do  it,  and  that  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  can 
and  shall  be  first  on  this  campus.  And  we 
knew  that,  given  the  will  to  win,  our  under- 
graduate brothers  could  do  it  over  the  whole 
country.

LANS  for  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon's  first  Na- 
tional Leadership  Training  School,  which 
will  be  held  on  the  Kent  State  campus  in 
Ohio  on  August  22-26,  are  virtually  complete. 
It  will  be  a  national  school  only  in  the 
sense  that  its  format  is  national.  Since  it  is 
the  first  such  school  to  be  attempted  by  the 
Fraternity  as  an  effective  successor  to  the  Dis- 
trict Leadership  Schools,  it  is  to  an  extent 
"experimental."  For  this  reason  it  is  limited 
to  chapters  situated  within  ready  traveling 
distance  from  Kent,  Ohio. 

Forty-seven  chapters  are  expected  to  par- 
ticipate from  the  states  of  Indiana,  Wisconsin, 
New  York,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  West  Vir- 
ginia, Illinois,  Michigan,  Kentucky,  and  Ten- 
nessee. New  York  includes  only  the  three 
western  chapters,  while  Tennessee  does  not 
include  Memphis  State  which  is  considerably 
distant.  Any  other  chapters  are  invited  to  at- 


WILLIAM  G.  CROSS,  the  Fraternity's  director  of  leader- 
ship, is  assistant  dean  of  men  in  charge  of  fraternities  at 
the  University  of  Florida  and  formerly  served  in  a  similar 
capacity  at  the  University  of  Michigan.

tend,  however,  at  their  own  expense. 

William  G.  Cross,  who  as  director  of  leader- 
ship training  will  direct  the  school,  has 
chosen  as  the  theme — "Be  a  Sig  Ep  Execu- 
tive!" Cross,  a  former  staflE  member  and 
governor  of  the  Florida  district,  is  assistant 
dean  of  men  at  the  University  of  Florida.  He 
says  that  the  purpose  of  the  school,  as  au- 
thorized by  the  26th  Conclave  in  Chicago, 
"is  to  give  the  participants  an  opportunity  to 
put  ideas  to  work  and  solve  chapter  problems 
through  a  series  of  unusual  opportunities." 

The  participants  are  expected  to  learn  by 
doing  while  under  the  guidance  of  experi- 
enced fraternity  leaders.  The  program  offers 
a  wide  variety  of  topics  so  individual  chapter 
problems  and  needs  will  be  considered. 

Members  of  the  committee  in  addition  to 
Cross  are:  Dr.  T.  Reginald  Porter,  chapter 
counselor,  Iowa  Gamma;  Dr.  Eldon  R.  Non- 
namaker,  assistant  director  of  men's  affairs, 
Michigan  State  University ;  Jerry  L.  Gaultney, 
district  23  governor;  and  Darrel  D.  Brittsan, 
National  Headquarters  staff. 

Although  any  chapter  may  send  representa- 
tives, the  approximately  50  chapters  in  the 
Midwest  will  be  required  to  send  two  dele- 
gates. It  is  anticipated  125-150  delegates  will 
attend.  District  governors  and  chapter  coun- 
selors are  also  invited  and  will  have  a  part  in 
the  program. 

Expenses  are  minimum,  $25  per  delegate 


for  the  four  days,  which  includes  all  meals 
and  room  charges.  Transportation  costs  are 
to  be  assumed  by  each  chapter. 

It  is  expected  that  the  National  Board  of 
Directors  and  National  Headquarters  staff 
will  attend  the  seminar  to  discuss  with  the 
delegates  questions  concerning  chapter  hous- 
ing, loan  funds,  scholarship  review,  chapter 
ratings,  and  other  national  programs.  Each 
chapter  will  be  interviewed  with  the  hope  of 
establishing  good  lines  of  communication. 

Cross  also  promises  bonus  sessions  on  mem- 
bership selection,  fraternity  autonomy,  IFC's 
co-operative  buying  program,  etc.  The  Fra- 
ternity's manuals  will  be  subject  to  review 
and  rewriting  by  undergraduates.  Alumni 
newsletters,  chapter  retreats,  ritual  services, 
will  be  planned  for  September  chapter  op- 
erations. 

All  work  and  no  play  makes  for  a  dull 
seminar  so  time  is  planned  for  free  play  as 
well  as  competitive  sports.  Delegates  are 
urged  to  bring  golf  clubs,  tennis  rackets, 
baseball  gloves,  swim  trunks,  and  so  on. 
Bridge  players  will  find  time  for  a  few  hands. 
It  is  planned  to  award  each  participant  a 
diploma  stating  his  accomplishments  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  seminar. 

Executive  Director  Donald  M.  Johnson 
says:  "This  school  has  a  totally  different  con- 
cept from  the  usual  school  in  that  it  seeks  to 
change  attitudes."

ississippi  ALPHA  was  first  established  at 
the  University  of  Mississippi  on  June  2, 
1928.  Initiation  was  held  for  the  original  24 
founders  at  the  present  King  Cotton  Hotel 
in  Memphis,  Tenn.  The  chapter  was  founded 
at  a  time  when  fraternities  were  allowed  to 
rebuild  on  the  campuses  of  Mississippi  col- 
leges and  universities.  There  had  been  a  time 
12  years  previous  to  this  when  secret  organi- 
zations were  forbidden  by  action  of  the  state 
legislature. 

Not  much  is  known  about  the  chapter  from 
the  time  of  its  establishment  to  its  near  disap- 
pearance from  the  Ole  Miss  campus  after  the 
Second  World  War  because  the  scrapbooks 
and  records  were  destroyed  by  fire.  A  few 
things  are  known,  such  as  the  chapter  had 
only  a  meeting  room  in  the  Y  building  on  the 
campus.  It  is  also  known  that  eventually  the 
Sig  Eps  acquired  the  former  home  of  Delta 
Tau  Delta,  which  left  the  campus  in  the  late 
1930s. 

At  the  outbreak  of  World  War  II,  all  the 
brothers  went  into  military  service  except  one

who  remained  on  campus  with  the  charter  in 
order  to  complete  his  medical  training. 

The  so-called  re-birth  of  Mississippi  Alpha 
came  about  in  the  middle  1950s  when  it  was 
decided  that  in  order  to  keep  the  greatness  of 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  represented  to  the  proper 
degree,  the  chapter  had  to  acquire  a  house 
and  increase  the  membership  by  quantity  as 
well  as  quality.  This  had  to  be  done  or  the 
chapter  would  disband. 

In  1955  there  were  only  two  active  mem- 
bers on  campus  and  no  pledges.  These  men. 
James  E.  Ashman  and  Charles  M.  Dunigan. 
were  aided  in  the  fall  rush  season  by  a  trans- 
fer from  Mississippi  Gamma  Chapter.  Oscar 
Jordan.  During  the  rush  season,  five  men  were 
pledged  in  1955,  and  of  these  two  were  initi- 
ated. Rex  W.  Metzger  and  Robert  Clingan. 

In  the  fall  of  1956,  these  five,  with  the  ad- 
dition of  four  graduate  school  transfers  from 
Tennessee  Beta,  acquired  a  six-room  apart- 
ment in  the  old  veterans'  apartments  adjacent 
to  the  campus.  Eight  men  were  pledged  dur- 
ing fall  rush. 

At  the  Conclave  of  1957  in  St.  Louis,  the 
chapter  presented  a  program  for  improvement 
to  the  Grand  Chapter  Executive  Committee. 
The  Grand  Chapter,  in  turn,  offered  to  help 
the  struggling  local. 

In  the  school  year  of  1957-58,  the  chapter 
continued  to  grow  and  a  house  was  bought 
from  Sigma  Nu,  which  moved  to  larger  quar- 
ters. The  Housing  Board  was  established  with 
Dr.  James  G.  Thompson,  one  of  the  original 
local  founders,  as  president. 

In  the  fall  of  1958,  the  chapter  moved  into 
its  new  location  to  compete  with  the  15  other 
fraternities. 

In  the  summer  of  1959,  the  chapter  house

was  severely  damaged  by  fire  of  unknown  ori- 
gin. With  the  assistance  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter, the  University  of  Mississippi,  and  the 
head  of  the  Physical  Plant,  John  White,  an 
honorary  initiate  in  1958,  the  house  was  re- 
conditioned and  made  ready  for  the  1959  rush 
session  within  45  days. 

In  the  fall  of  1959,  Mississippi  Alpha 
pledged  28  men.  After  initiation,  the  chapter 
had  grown  to  25  members.  At  the  present 
time,  the  chapter  has  grown  to  a  35-man 
membership  with  26  fine  pledges. 

During  the  past  three  years,  Mississippi 
Alpha  has  striven  to  bring  the  ideals  of  the 
National  Chapter  up  to  the  proper  level.  From 
1955  to  1960,  the  chapter  raised  its  academic 
average  from  16th  to  4th  out  of  16  fraterni- 
ties. Sig  Ep  was  the  only  fraternity  on  campus 
to  have  both  pledges  and  actives  make  above 
a  3.0  overall  average  (on  a  5.0  system). 

During  the  past  several  years,  it  has  been 
the  practice  of  the  chapter  to  send  its  pledges 
out  on  work  projects  around  the  campus. 

Last  year,  the  chapter  published  its  first 
newsletter.  The  Rebel  SPEcial,  edited  by 
Robert  Keeling. 

This  year  Mississippi  Alpha  gave  a  Christ- 
mas party  for  underprivileged  children  in 
Oxford.  The  party  was  sponsored  by  our 
pledges  and  25  youngsters  met  Santa  Claus. 
The  party  received  recognition  in  the  local 
newspaper,  the  Oxford  Eagle. 

We  feel  that  Mississippi  Alpha  is  now 
staunchly  on  its  way,  and  with  the  proper 
leadership  and  acquisition  of  manpower  from 
year  to  year  we  shall  not  falter  again.

Chapters  156,  157,  and  158  The  installation  of  new  chapters  at  Ferris  Institute  (No. 
156)  on  February  1,  and  at  the  University  of  Nevada  (No.  157)  on  March  10,  are  reported 
in  this  Journal.  Meanwhile  plans  have  been  completed  for  the  installation  of  the  colony  at 
Sam  Houston  State  College,  Huntsville,  Tex.,  on  May  11-13,  as  the  Fraternity's  158th  chapter 
and  the  state's  seventh.  A  full  account  will  appear  in  the  September  issue. 

Address  Records  Improving  Intensive  effort  is  now  being  devoted  to  getting  our 
address  files  up  to  date  but  continuing  significant  progress  can  be  demonstrated  only  if 
YOU  help  us.  Notify  Headquarters  when  you  move  or  if  you  are  not  now  receiving  the 
Journal  at  your  present  address. 

A  two-pronged  program  will  soon  start;  we  first  need  to  correct  our  address  files  and 
then  insure  that  the  undergraduate  chapter  records  are  consistent  with  ours: 

1.  Two  lists  of  members  will  be  mailed  to  each  chapter:  a  list  of  members  NGS  (not  in 
good  standing),  and  a  list  of  "lost"  alumni.  The  first  list  will  enable  the  chapter  to  correct 
its  records  and  to  collect  the  money  owed — indebtedness  deprives  a  member  from  receiv- 
ing the  Journal  and  from  all  Life  Membership  privileges.  The  second  list — "lost"  alumni 
— will  be  checked  against  the  School's  alumni  office  records.  Since  much  time  and  money 
are  spent  by  the  School  in  maintaining  the  alumni  address  records,  we  can  use  this  more 
reliable  source  to  fill  in  many  of  our  present  gaps. 

2.  To  insure  consistency  of  our  records  with  chapter  records,  each  chapter  will  be  issued 
a  complete  file  of  all  its  initiates,  both  actives  and  alumni.  The  IBM  cards,  sent  in  a  lock- 
file  case,  will  contain  member  information:  name,  address,  class  year,  birth  year,  initiation 
date,  Journal  subscription  expiry  date,  chapter  and  general  roll  book  numbers,  and  the 
dollar  amount  if  NGS.  The  card  will  also  be  dated  so  that  only  the  most  recent  card  is  filed. 

When  the  chapter  receives  a  new  address,  that  change  is  first  verified;  then,  the  new 
address  will  be  written  on  the  member's  card  which  is  to  be  sent  to  National  Headquarters. 
There,  a  new  card  will  be  key-punched  with  the  new  address  and  then  mailed  to  the  chap- 
ter. If  Headquarters  receives  a  verified  address  change  from  any  member,  a  new  card  will 
be  cut  and  then  mailed  to  the  chapter;  the  Recorder  (new  name  for  Historian)  will  file 
this  newer  card  and  destroy  the  old  card.  Thus  the  chapter  will  have  a  file  which  is  always 
complete  and  concurrent  with  the  master  file  in  Headquarters. 

This  valuable  service  will  also  be  made  available  to  alumni  chapters  and  associations  at 
a  later  date.  We  are  able  to  embark  on  this  ambitious  program  only  because  we  have  IBM 
equipment  which  allows  us  to  provide  many  additional,  personal  services  like  this  yet  still 
continue  our  accounting  and  membership  records  work  at  the  same  time. 

Lifctinae  Journal  Subscriptions  Lifetime  subscriptions  to  the  Journal  were  re- 
stored by  action  of  the  27th  Conclave  held  in  Chicago  last  Fall  for  all  members  initiated 
after  July  1,  1962.  The  life  subscription  plan  was  proved  economically  feasible  through 
actuarial  studies  and  forecasts  of  costs,  of  earnings  from  interest  income,  and  of  life  ex- 
pectancy tables.  Each  member's  initiation  fee  after  July  1  will  include  $15  to  be  paid  to

the  newly  created  Journal  Fund  for  his  lifetime  subscription  (previous  initiates  paid  $7.50 
to  the  Endowment  Fund  for  a  ten-year  subscription). 

All  members  initiated  after  January  1,  1952,  and  prior  to  July  1,  1962,  are  now  eligible 
to  purchase  a  lifetime  subscription  to  the  Journal  for  only  |10.  This  sum  can  now  be  sent 
to  National  Headquarters  as  these  members  paid  for  only  a  ten-year  subscription  at  time 
of  initiation.  To  the  approximately  25,000  members  now  eligible  for  this  valuable  but  in- 
expensive privilege,  we  say,  "Pay  now,  not  later;  don't  wait  until  your  subscription  runs 
out." 

Housing  Goals  Closer  Our  chapters  will  be  $44,160  closer  to  new-housing  goals 
after  March  15,  the  day  the  next  increment  is  made  to  the  Chapter  Investment  Fund.  Each 
chapter's  investment  in  the  Fund  remains  the  sole  property  of  the  chapter,  being  invested 
with  all  income  reinvested  and  compounded  until  needed  by  the  chapter  for  turning  its 
dream  of  a  new  house  into  reality.  It  is  a  long-range  housing  plan,  since  the  minimum 
yearly  deposit  is  only  $5  for  each  active  and  pledge  in  the  chapter  as  of  March  1;  of 
course  the  chapter  may  make  additional  deposits  to  its  account — the  alumni  board,  too — 
and  thus  secure  professional  management  for  its  building  funds.  It's  like  taking  money 
from  one  pocket  and  putting  it  in  the  other. 

Dividing  the  C.I.F.  total  deposit  by  $5,  shows  there  were  8,832  actives  and  pledges  in 
S  ^  E  chapters  on  March  1.  Other  statistical  points  of  interest  include:  over  64,000  in- 
itiates listed  to  date  in  the  General  Roll  Book;  a  total  of  157  undergraduate  chapters 
throughout  44  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia;  and  a  total  of  1,784  new  initiates  re- 
ported this  year,  compared  to  a  total  of  1,664  reported  this  date  last  year. 

Challenge  Accepted  The  1960-61  summary  report  of  scholarship,  compiled  by  the 
National  Interfraternity  Conference,  shows  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  contending  for  top  honors 
with  55.2  per  cent  of  our  reporting  chapters  exceeding  the  All  Men's  Average.  Among  the 
fraternities  in  our  category.  Group  I  for  fraternities  with  over  50  chapters  reporting,  we 
came  from  tenth  ranking  last  year  to  iifth  place  this  year;  our  performance  was  exceeded 
only  by  Alpha  Epsilon  Pi  (56),  Alpha  Tau  Omega  (105),  Beta  Theta  Pi  (88),  and 
Lambda  Chi  Alpha   (133) — parentheses  indicate  the  number  of  chapters  reporting. 

That's  not  all  the  good  news.  S  $  E  has  chapters  at  18  of  the  35  institutions  designated 
Summa  Cum  Laude  where  every  fraternity  exceeded  the  All-Men's  Average!  We  are  meet- 
ing the  challenge  to  improve  our  academic  performance,  and  this  bit  of  bright  news  should 
give  us  the  incentive  to  do  even  better  during  the  current  year. 

Camp  Fund  Yes,  the  Camp  Fund  drive  is  going  ahead  again  this  year.  Announcement 
of  the  drive  has  been  mailed  to  the  chapters  and  interested  alumni,  asking  for  their  sup- 
port of  this  worthwhile  project. 

In  its  twelve  years  of  existence,  our  Fraternity's  Camp  Fund  has  provided  over  $45,000 
to  nine  summer  camps  for  underprivileged  boys  throughout  the  United  States.  All  contri- 
butions received  are  given  to  the  camps  supported,  and  all  expenses  of  the  Fund's  opera- 
tion are  absorbed  by  the  Grand  Chapter.  Of  the  80  chapters  presented  "Oscars"  for  100 
per  cent  $1.00  per  member  contributions  annually,  seven  chapters  have  been  awarded 
silver  coffee  services  for  100  per  cent  10-year  contributions.  If  you  would  like  to  help  send 
a  needy  boy  to  camp,  just  mail  your  check  to  Headquarters. 

New  Alumni  Records  The  1961  Twelfth  Edition  of  the  Book  of  Laivs  requires  an 
annual  report  form  to  be  filed  by  both  alumni  householding  corporations  and  alumni  chap- 
ters or  associations.  The  National  Board  of  Directors  has  approved  the  two  forms  which 
will  shortly  be  sent  to  these  organizations,  the  first  step  of  a  concentrated  program  for 
improving  our  alumni  records. 
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*      I    FLEW    INTO    CARLA'S    EYE      *

THE  author  of  this  article  obviously  has  an 
exciting  occupation.  He  was  initiated  by  the 
Oklahoma  City  U.  chapter  on  November  1, 
1953.  Graduated  in  August,  1957,  with  a  B.A. 
degree  in  journalism,  he  joined  the  staff  of 
television  station  KWTV,  Oklahoma  City,  as 
photo  laboratory  technician.  He  was  pro- 
moted to  staff  film  cameraman  in  May,  1959. 
The  accompanying  photo  was  taken  just 
prior  to  actual  penetration  of  hurricane 
CARLA.  Commander  W.  S.  Webster  chats 
with  photographer  Jack  Jones,  center,  and 
weatherman  Al  Worth  on  the  right. 


THE  thought  of  flying  into  the  center  of  one 
of  nature's  most  violent  storms  is  not 
particularly  appealing.  But  in  September  of 
1961  I  did  in  fact  fly  into  the  eye  of  Hurri- 
cane Carla,  now  classified  as  the  most  de- 
structive tropical  storm  of  the  century. 

On  Thursday,  September  7,  the  call  came 
from  the  Navy  that  a  tropical  storm  was  in 
the  making,  and  was  rapidly  developing  into 
the  roughest  hurricane  of  the  season.  By 
5:45  the  next  morning,  we  were  in  the  air, 
on  our  way  to  the  Naval  Air  Station  in  Jack- 
sonville, Fla. 

We  packed  our  personal  luggage,  which 
consisted  of  two  hastily  packed  suitcases, 
and  took  80  pounds  of  photographic  equip- 
ment. Included  were  four  cameras,  a  portable 
light,  and  two-thousand  feet  of  film. 

Just  after  3:00  that  same  afternoon  we 
were  at  the  air  station  in  Florida.  We  met 
the  crew  and  were  invited  to  a  briefing  for 
the  next  day's  flight.  "You'll  have  the  thrill 
of  a  lifetime!"  Squadron  skipper  Com- 
mander W.  S.  Webster  promised. 

After  a  sleepless  night,  we  were  back  at 
the  base.  Pre-flight  operations  on  the  80-ton 


Lockheed  Super  Constellation  had  already 
started,  and  I  had  time  to  photograph  the 
men  fueling  the  big  bird  and  putting  on  food 
for  the  15-hour  flight. 

In  less  than  two  hours  we  were  on  our 
way,  the  nose  of  the  Connie  pointing  in  a 
southwesterly  direction.  By  11:00  A.M.  the 
Florida  coast  passed  beneath  us. 

The  21-man  crew  was  busy  preparing  for 
the  penetration  of  the  storm.  Radar  and 
other  electronic  equipment  was  checked  out, 
giving  me  an  opportunity  to  film  the  safari 
of  hunters  .  .  .  hurricane  hunters. 

One  hundred  and  eighty  miles  from  the 
hurricane,  we  began  to  feel  the  winds  pick 
up  outside  the  airplane.  Suddenly,  the  right 
outboard  engine  sputtered,  and  we  started 
losing  speed  and  altitude.  Another  minute 
passed,  and  the  engine  quit  altogether. 

Commander  Webster  immediately  feath- 
ered the  prop,  banked  the  ship  to  the  left, 
pointing  it  back  to  the  north  and  home.  With 
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only  three  engines  left,  we  had  to  dump  some 
of  the  fuel  to  make  the  ship  lighter.  It  took 
only  ten  minutes  to  jettison  2,800  gallons  of 
gasoline. 

We  were  pretty  glum  when  we  got  off  the 
plane  at  Jacksonville,  nine  hours  after  leav- 
ing. 

But  after  two  hours'  sleep  and  getting 
ready,  another  Constellation  lifted  off  the 
runway  taking  us  on  our  way  once  more  to 
penetrate  the  fierce  eye  of  Carla.  I  found 
a  vacant  bunk  and  settled  down  (clothes  and 
all)  for  some  needed  shut-eye.  Just  before 
5:00  A.M.  a  member  of  the  crew  shook  my 
bunk,  shattering  a  beautiful  dream  about  soft 
beds  and  safe  landings.  He  wanted  me  to  see 
the  hurricane  on  the  radar  scope. 

I  managed  to  get  one  eye  open  and  stag- 
gered to  the  radar  set.  We  were  less  than 
one  hundred  miles  from  the  eye,  and  the 
radar  was  picking  up  a  clear,  sharp  picture 
of  the  storm. 

With  each  sweep  of  the  beam  we  could 
clearly  see  the  doughnut-shaped  eye,  with 
spiraling  bands  of  clouds  around  it.  The 
navigator  was  picking  out  the  softest  path  to 
the  center  of  the  storm. 

Turbulence  outside  the  plane  was  noticea- 
bly increasing  as  we  moved  nearer  the  eye. 
I  moved  around  as  best  I  could  filming  the 
now  wide-awake  crew  at  work.  Then,  as  we 
started  through  the  treacherous  wall  cloud 
surrounding  the  eye,  things  got  so  rough  I 
was  forced  to  a  seat. 

The  ship  rocked  and  bounced  for  thirty 
minutes  before  we  punched  through  the  wall 
cloud  into  the  eye.  The  vibration  and  pound- 
ing stopped  and  the  flight  smoothed  out.  It 
was  still  dark,  however,  and  I  could  get  no 
pictures  of  the  hurricane  itself. 

The  weather  officer  told  me  we  had  gone 
in  at  8,000  feet,  and  that  we  would  circle 
out  and  penetrate  it  again  at  1,000  feet.  He 
said  by  then  it  would  be  light  enough  to 
take  pictures. 

Three  cups  of  coffee,  two  drinks  of  water, 
and  eight  cigarettes  later,  we  were  nearing 
the  eye  for  the  second  time.  This  time 
things  were  really  rough.  Our  altitude  was 
varying  from  850  to  1150  feet.  Below  us  were 
60-foot  ground  swells  on  the  angry  sea.  It 
was   raining   in   the   wall   cloud   and   the   in- 
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struments  were  clocking  the  winds  outside 
the  airplane  at  over  120  miles  per  hour. 

A  few  minutes  later,  the  skipper's  voice 
shouted  over  the  loud  speaker  .  ,  .  "Isn't  this 
a  silly  way  to  make  a  living?"  I  couldn't 
agree  with  him  more.  As  the  rain  eased  up 
outside,  we  broke  through  into  the  eye. 

Only  the  buffeting  of  the  plane  stopped. 
One  thousand  feet  below  the  whitecaps 
looked  just  as  mean  as  before.  The  winds 
were  much  calmer  in  the  eye. 

The  eye  was  45  miles  across  and  was  not 
distinct  enough  to  show  up  on  our  pictures. 
We  did  take  enough  inside  the  eye,  however, 
to  make  our  special  half-hour  Carla  show. 

In  a  very  short  time,  we  could  no  longer 
see  the  water  below  us,  indicating  that  our 
altitude  was  increasing.  The  radar  officer  said 
we  were  circling  out  of  the  eye. 

Minutes  later,  the  last  of  the  boiling  clouds 
were  beneath  us,  and  as  we  gained  more 
altitude  our  view  of  the  storm  was  getting 
better. 

The  skipper  leveled  the  Connie  off  at 
10,000  feet  and  for  about  twenty  minutes  we 
circled  the  storm  at  that  height.  I  spent  most 
of  this  time  photographing  the  breath-taking 
sight  from  as  many  angles  as  I  could.  Un- 
fortunately there  are  no  cameras  large 
enough  to  encompass  in  one  shot  what  our 
eyes  saw. 

The   clouds   were   distinctly   spiraling   into

the  dark  center  of  the  hurricane.  Because 
most  of  the  winds  were  below  the  clouds,  we 
could  detect  no  apparent  movement,  but  we 
knew  they  weren't  standing  still. 

With  our  job  finished,  the  sleek  airplane 
was  pointed  toward  home,  and  we  said  good- 
bye to  Carla. 


"She  is  definitely  the  biggest  I  have  ever 
flown  in,  but  not  the  meanest,"  said  Com- 
mander Webster.  "I  don't  think  we  were 
made  for  each  other,"  I  answered  in  a  part- 
ing shot,  remembering  my  carefree  student 
days  at  Oklahoma  City.  As  I  recall,  we  had  a 
few  Carlas  there,  but  none  like  this. 


^  PROFESSIONAL  AIVD  EIVTRKPREIVEURIAL  ACHIEVEMENTS  IN  RRIEF  ^ 


"Odlum  an  Unsung  Hero  of  U.S.  Space 
Triumph."  This  headline  was  carried  over 
Drew  Pearson's  column  on  March  9  by 
many  of  the  nation's  newspapers. 

Among  the  unsung  heroes  behind  Colonel 
Glenn's  successful  venture  into  orbit  with 
Project  Mercury,  says  Pearson,  was  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon's  Floyd  B.  Odium,  Colorado. 

Odium,  who  had  purchased  Consolidated 
Vultee,  better  known  as  Convair,  sank  $20 
million  of  the  company's  money  into  perfect- 
ing the  giant  Atlas  at  a  time  when  the  De- 
fense Department  had  washed  its  hands  of 
the  project  and  when  Odium's  directors  were 
demanding  that  he  show  profits  instead  of 
losses. 

Pearson  and  Jack  Anderson  in  the  book, 
U.S.A. — 2nd  Class  Power,  in  1958  described 
the  Odium  effort  as  follows : 


Floyd  B.   Odium,   Colorado,  whose  persistence 
against   odds   advanced   U.   S.   missile   program. 


"Bossart  built  a  miniature  Atlas  and  shipped 
it  to  Washington  for  a  final  appeal  to  the 
generals.  Convair's  Washington  representa- 
tive, Richard  Swanson,  worked  hard  to  get 
the  brass  lined  up  for  a  meeting.  For  some 
reason  the  model  of  the  Atlas  was  delayed 
and  didn't  arrive  until  1:50  p.m.,  ten  min- 
utes before  the  Air  Force  brass  were  sched- 
uled to  arrive. 

"'Get  that  crate  open!'  ordered  Swanson 
anxiously.  But  the  crate  had  been  put  to- 
gether with  long  screws  driven  into  the  wood 
by  machine.  The  model  was  almost  as  secure 
as  in  a  bank  vault.  For  an  hour,  as  the  gen- 
erals fumed  and  fretted,  workmen,  stripped 
to  the  waist,  struggled  to  pry  the  crate  open. 
When  at  last  they  succeeded,  they  found  the 
missile  had  been  broken  during  their  battle 
with  the  box.  The  impatient  generals  snorted 
and  walked  out. 

"Thus  Convair  lost  the  reprieve  for  the 
Atlas,  not  for  lack  of  a  nail,  but  because  of 
too  many  screws. 

"In  desperation,  Bossart  turned  to  his  boss, 
Floyd  Odium,  who  nodded  his  balding, 
freckled  head.  'Keep  the  project  going,'  he 
ordered.  So  Convair  dipped  into  its  own 
treasury  while  the  generals  poured  out 
money  on  the  Snark,  a  non-ballistic,  air- 
breathing  weapon  which  proved  to  be  rela- 
tively obsolete  before  it  became  operational. 

"Floyd  Odium,  chairman  of  Convair,  came 
in  for  a  lot  of  criticism  from  the  Navy  when 
he  built  the  Giant  B-36,  which  in  1946  was 
the  biggest  long-range  bomber  ever  produced. 
The  admirals  charged — unfairly — that  he 
had  got  the  contract  because  of  his  friend- 
ship with  Stuart  Symington,  then  assistant 
secretary  of  war. 

"This  criticism  got  plenty  of  headlines. 
But  getting  no  headlines,  in  fact  kept  secret 
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until  this  day,  is  the  fact  that  Odium  spent 
around  $20  million  of  Convair's  own  money 
to  construct  the  Atlas  and  that  this  expendi- 
ture materially  helped  the  long-range  devel- 
opment of  an  intercontinental  ballistic  mis- 
sile. 

"By  1951,  however,  Convair's  directors 
were  pressing  Odium  to  run  a  red  ink  line 
through  the  entire  Atlas  project.  It  was  cost- 
ing too  much  money.  So  Swanson  was  sent 
back  to  the  Pentagon  to  see  what  he  could 
do.  He  managed  to  corner  Lt.  Gen.  Don 
Putt,  the  Air  Force's  research  chief. 

"Putt  listened  grim-faced  as  Swanson  ex- 
plained that  Convair  directors  felt  the  firm 
was  scraping  the  bottom  of  its  cash  register. 
Without  authority  from  superiors,  the  gen- 
eral promised  to  turn  over  $500,000  of  his 
research  funds  to  Convair  to  save  the  Atlas 
from  extinction.  'I  have  just  found  half  a 
million  dollars,'  he  said,  'in  the  bottom  of 
the  drawer.' 

"The  tribulations  of  the  Atlas  were  not 
over  by  any  means.  Although  its  life  was 
saved,  it  had  to  survive  on  the  most  meager 
of  diets.  Convair  invested  more  of  its  own 
money  in  the  construction  of  the  huge  Atlas 
plant  in  San  Diego  at  the  same  time  the 
Air  Force  was  providing  free  plants  for 
Boeing  to  build  bombers.  Bombers  would 
soon  be  out  of  date.  Missiles  were  the  weap- 
ons of  the  future.  But  it  was  much  easier 
at  that  time  to  get  appropriations  for  con- 
ventional bombers  than  for  unconventional 
missiles."

JAMES  W.  "JIMMY"  DAY  died  Sunday  morn- 
ing, April  8,  of  a  heart  attack  at  his  home  in 
Gainesville,  Fla.  On  the  morning  of  his  death, 
he  was  preparing  to  attend  church  with  the 
brothers  and  pledges  of  Florida  Alpha.  He  was 
71. 

Brother  "Jimmy"  will  long  be  remembered 
for  his  active  work  for  Florida  Alpha,  having 
been  instrumental  in  its  founding  back  in  March, 
1925.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  Chapter 
Counselor.  He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  Mrs. 
Bee  Owen  Day. 

Born  at  Carthage,  Mo.,  on  November  7,  1890, 
Brother  "Jimmy"  held  the  bachelor  of  science, 
master  of  arts,  and  bachelor  of  science  in  educa- 
tion degrees  from  the  University  of  Missouri, 
where  he  was  initiated,  and  received  his  graduate 
fellowship  at  Rutgers  University.  In  1927  he  re- 
ceived the  doctor  of  jurisprudence  degree  with 
high  honors  at  the  University  of  Florida. 

Except  for  his  service  in  the  U.S.  Navy  (1918- 
19) ,  he  devoted  his  entire  adult  life  to  the  edu- 
cation of  young  men  and  women.  He  married 
Beatrice  Owen  on  October  4,  1918,  and  through- 
out his  long  and  fruitful  teaching  career  he  never 
missed  an  occasion  to  pay  tribute  to  her  encour- 
agement and  assistance.  He  began  teaching  at 
Oklahoma  State  University  in  1919,  and  became 
professor  of  law  at  Furman  University  in  1927. 
Two  years  later  he  returned  to  the  University  of 
Florida  to  begin  32  years  of  faithful  service  as  a 
member  of  the  law  faculty.  An  outstanding  au- 
thority on  real  property  law,  he  taught  more  than 
2,000  students  who  later  became  lawyers. 

The   high   esteem    in    which    Brother   "Jimmy" 


was  held  by  all  who  knew  him  was  demonstrated 
by  the  special  tribute  that  was  paid  to  him  in  the 
Law  Day  ceremonies  held  at  the  College  of  Law 
shortly  before  his  retirement  last  year.  By  procla- 
mation of  Florida  Governor  Farris  Bryant  and 
resolution  of  both  houses  of  the  Florida  Legisla- 
ture, May  2,  1961,  was  designated  "Jimmy  Day 
Day"  in  the  State  of  Florida. 

We  at  Florida  Alpha  know  that  as  a  person  he 
had  no  superior. 

He  enjoyed  meeting  many  brothers  at  the  con- 
clave in  Chicago  last  year.

ic      THE    HOUSING    HOARD   MAKES    A    REPORT      ^

The  26th  Grand  Chapter  Conclave  held  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  September,  1959,  enacted 
legislation  for  the  formation  of  the  National 
Housing  Board  and  the  National  Housing  Pro- 
gram. 

The  National  Housing  Board  ofl&cially  started 
to  perform  as  of  January,  1960,  for  the  purpose  of 
evaluating,  supervising,  and  assisting  in  the  devel- 
opment of  the  housing  facilities  of  our  under- 
graduate chapters.  Its  first  functions  were  confined 
to  the  review  of  loans  in  effect,  loan  requests 
pending,  preparation  of  the  Housing  Manual  and 
preparation  of  the  Housing  Survey  Report. 

The  Housing  Survey  Report  submitted  to  the 
chapters  during  the  1960-61  session  proved  to 
be  very  informative.  Each  group  analyzed  its 
housing  in  comparison  to  local  competitive  hous- 


ing. Of  the  155  chapters  surveyed,  103  had  com- 
petitive housing  facilities  and  42  groups  were 
noncompetitive.  Our  report  showed  109  chapters 
owning  property  valued  at  $7,150,000.  By  June, 
1962,  13  additional  groups  will  have  competitive 
housing  facilities. 

It  is  not  the  intent  of  the  National  Housing 
Board  to  design  houses.  The  Board  does  review, 
very  thoroughly,  purchases  of  property,  major  reno- 
vations, additions,  and  new  house  construction 
plans  to  ascertain  that  short-range  as  well  as  long- 
range  plans  are  adequately  handled,  best  financ- 
ing arranged,  all  legal  angles  adequately  covered 
and  practical  budgets  arranged  for  income  and 
expense,  and  proper  Alumni  Corporation  super- 
vision. The  National  Housing  Board  requests  the 
co-operation  of  all  groups  not  to  lease,  buy,  sell. 
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or  undertake  major  renovations  or  expansion 
of  facilities  without  consultation  and  review  by 
the  Board. 

To  maintain  the  proper  chapter  on  each  cam- 
pus, the  internal  organization  of  the  group  is 
given  priority  consideration.  Strong  leadership, 
good  scholastic  rating  locally,  adequate  member- 
ship, sound  financial  program,  building  fund 
plans,  and  alumni  contact  programs  are  reviewed. 

At  the  present  time,  the  Fraternity  has  started 
the  greatest  house  building  program  in  its  his- 
tory. Most  of  the  present  activity  on  housing  has 
been  reviewed  by  the  Board.  However,  several 
of  the  groups  have  been  able  to  proceed  with 
their  plans  without  financial  assistance  from  the 
Fraternity. 

Since  January,  1960,  the  fraternity  has  granted 
approximately  $115,000  in  loans  to  10  chapters 
to  assist  in  the  purchase  or  construction  of  prop- 
erty valued  at  over  $1,063,000.  In  addition  12 
chapters  have  completed  or  are  presently  engaged 
in  purchase,  new  construction,  or  major  renova- 
tions valued  at  over  $1,275,000  without  loans 
from  the  Fraternity.

Self  Appraisal  at  Greeley 

At  Colorado  State  College  our  problem  was 
unique.  We  boasted  a  good  record — first  in  every 
major  intramural  sport,  first  in  Greek  Follies, 
second  in  scholarship  and  Homecoming,  and  a 
good  place  in  songfest.  But  we  had  a  problem — 
one  of  personalities. 

Here  is  how  we  conquered  it. 

The  officers  were  the  first  to  notice  the  friction 
because  we  were  able  to  meet  in  executive  council, 
a  smaller  and  closer  group.  The  first  step  was  to 
do   as   all  the   fraternity   elders  would   have   sug- 
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gested — look  to  the  Ritual.  The  men  were  urged 
to  follow  the  Ritual  with  their  hearts  and  minds 
instead  of  their  lips,  which  often  is  the  case  with 
the  older  men  in  the  fraternity. 

Our  use  of  the  Ritual  was  a  good  beginning, 
but  something  else  was  needed  too.  The  president 
opened  the  next  meeting  and  passed  the  gavel 
immediately,  and  said:  "For  the  good  of  the  or- 
der let's  air  everything  that  has  concerned  us 
about  the  fraternity.  The  executive  committee 
knows  something  is  wrong,  and  so  must  you. 
What?" 

Two  and   one-half  hours  and   sixty   men  later 
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we  knew — and  our  brotherhood  was  not  just  re- 
paired, but  rebuilt  on  a  stronger  foundation. 

This  then,  is  the  lesson  we  learned.  When  the 
gavel  is  passed  for  the  good  of  the  order,  remem- 
ber that  this  is  not  just  the  time  for  fraternal 
congratulations,  party  invitations,  and  announce- 
ments.

*       IDAHO    SUCCESS    STORY    AND    OTHER    RED-DOOR    NOTES       * 


At  Idaho  Stale  when  authorities  of  the  Col- 
lege decided  fraternities  must  seek  their  own 
housing  and  give  up  quarters  in  the  dormitory, 
the  Sig  Eps  had  two  courses:  disband  or  find 
a  house. 

Ron  Wolters,  Senior  Class  president,  learned 
that  Pocatello,  site  of  Idaho  State,  was  going  to 
build  a  city  library  on  a  block  where  only  an  an- 
tiquated early  community  house  remained.  When 
bids  were  called,  Idaho  Alpha  made  the  only  bid 
and  was  awarded  the  building— for  just  $1! 

A  few  blocks  from  the  campus  a  vacant  lot 
was  purchased  on  which  to  move  the  $1  house. 
Neighbors  sought  a  court  decision  to  annul  the 
sale  but  the  transaction  was  upheld.  A  house-to- 
house  canvass  of  the  neighborhood  was  con- 
ducted by  the  brothers,  which  helped  further  mu- 
tual understanding  and  produced  friendship  when 
it  was  needed.  "Once  we  convinced  them  that 
we  weren't  out  to  seduce  their  daughters  or  throw 
beer  bottles  through  windows,  they  stopped  shot- 
gunning  our  plans,"  said  one  brother. 

Alumni,  friends,  and  members  worked  to- 
gether in  transforming  the  $1  house  toward  an 
attractive  residence  for  Sig  Eps.  "National"  gave 
financial  assistance. 

Slave  labor  has  been  used  on  the  house.  One  of 
the  sororities  at  Idaho  State  annually  sells  its 
pledges  into  slavery.  By  pooling  its  mental  and 
financial  resources,  the  Sig  Eps  cornered  the  mar- 
ket and  purchased  most  of  the  co-eds.  But  once, 
while  a  fraternity  function  was  being  held,  some 
sorority  women  sabotaged  the  famous  Sig  Ep 
red  door,  daubing  it  white.  A  hasty  repainting 
job  was  necessary  to  retain  the  fraternity  red  door 
tradition. 

SPE's  house  at  Idaho  State  is  not  yet  com- 
pleted. Most  of  the  remaining  work  involves  the  ex- 
terior  of    the    building    and    landscaping.    Inside 


the  house  a  transformation  has  taken  place.  There 
the  pulse  of  the  chapter  exists.    —Stan  Martin 

At  Dartmouth,  the  attic  of  the  new  wing  was 
completely  insulated,  the  brothers  doing  all  the 
work,  preventing  loss  of  heat  through  this  half  of 
the  house. 

In  the  largest  purchase  of  the  year,  the  House 
committee  installed  aluminum  storm  and  screen 
windows,  at  a  cost  of  $900,  for  every  window 
in  the  house. 

To  solve  hot  water  problems,  acute  during  the 
winter  months  in  New  Hampshire,  house  mana- 
ger Robbins  and  his  father  installed  a  new  hot 
water  system  for  the  house,  increasing  the  system's 
capacity  to  750  gallons  an  hour. 

Last  spring,  the  upstairs  bar  was  rebuilt  with 
dark  wood  paneling,  new  cushioned  wall  seats, 
and  new  paint.  Through  the  generosity  of  Jock 
McNair,  '60,  the  floor  was  attractively  retiled. 

At  High  Point,  the  Sig  Eps  were  presented 
the  first  fraternity  house  as  an  experiment  by  the 
College  to  see  whether  a  fraternity  house  is  a  prac- 
tical thing  on  this  Methodist  campus. 

After  a  period  of  operation  President  of  the 
College  Wendell  Patton  has  praised  the  Sig  Eps 
for  outstanding  work  done  on  and  in  the  house. 
Members  and  pledges  painted  the  house  and 
bought  furniture  for  it.  Ordinarily  a  housemother 
would  be  required,  but  it  is  the  feeling  of  the  ad- 
ministration that  in  the  circumstances  of  the  pres- 
ent mature  and  responsible  leadership  none  is 
necessary. 

In  view  of  the  success  of  the  experiment.  Dr. 
Patton  believes  another  fraternity  will  be  per- 
mitted to  have  its  own  house  off  campus.  And  the 
Sig  Eps  may  keep  their  house  so  long  as  they 
maintain  an  over-all  C  average. 
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At  Kansas  State,  a  library  and  culture  corner 
have  been  installed  in  the  chapter  room.  The 
shelves  are  to  be  stocked  with  good  books  and 
music  records. 

Memphis  State  Sig  Eps  have  purchased  a  new 
house  as  a  result  of  the  unfailing  efforts  of  com- 
mitteeman Max  Waggerman.  It  is  a  brick,  two- 
story  home  which  accommodates  eight  members. 
With  the  new  house  the  chapter  has  introduced 
a  unique  type  of  housemother.  "She"  is  Jim  How- 
ell, a  graduate  student  at  the  University. 

At  Miami  (Ohio),  fresh  paint,  new  furniture, 
and  new  draperies  were  added  just  in  time  for  for- 
mal rush  parties.  A  Saturday  afternoon  pledge- 
active  work  session  saw  the  completion  of  Step 
one — a  fresh  paint  job  on  the  walls  and  wood- 
work. Three  days  later  $1,700  worth  of  new  fur- 
niture was  moved  in. 

Michigan  State  Sig  Eps  started  the  school  year 
by  moving  into  another  house.  The  house  was 
in  process  of  repair  and  had  no  heat,  lights, 
water,  furniture,  etc.  It  took  eight  weeks  to  redo 
the  house  from  kitchen  to  attic.  All  men  worked 
hard  and  went  without  heat,  light,  and  water  for 
the  first  three  weeks  of  the  term. 

After  a  three-week  Christmas  vacation,  the 
men  returned  to  find  that  a  third-floor  water  pipe 
had  broken  and  water  had  run  all  the  way  to 
the  basement  causing  a  minor  flood  and  destroy- 
ing a  portion  of  the  living-room  ceiling.  Again  the 
men  and  alumni  pitched  in  and  had  the  house 
ready  for  winter  rush. 

At  N.Y.U.,  the  front  of  the  house  was  pointed 
and  painted  and  the  steps  leading  to  the  house 
reset.  A  new  banister  was  installed  between  the 
first  and  second  landing  and  the  second  and  third 
landing.  Members  and  pledges  redecorated  the 
kitchen  a  fire-engine  red. 


New  Mexico  Sig  Eps  have  completed  plans 
for  the  addition  of  a  new  wing  to  the  house  with 
occupancy  scheduled  for  September. 

At  North  Carolina,  demolition  of  the  old  house 
began  on  February  26  and  completion  of  the  new 
house  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $50,000,  to  house 
30  men,  is  scheduled  for  midsummer. 

North  Texas  State  Sig  Eps  are  the  first  of  10 
Greek  organizations  to  announce  ground-breaking 
ceremonies  for  a  new  addition.  May  12  is  the  day 
when  work  will  begin  on  the  56-man  two-story 
dormitory.  Containing  6,000  square  feet  of  floor 
space,  it  will  adjoin  the  house  proper  at  High- 
land and  Avenue  C.  Completion  is  expected  in 
September. 

The  new  section  will  have  14  suites  each  of 
which  will  consist  of  two  double  rooms  joined  by 
a  bath.  The  building  will  be  air-conditioned  with 
temperature  controls  in  each  room. 

The  proposed  wing  is  the  second  of  a  three- 
stage  program.  When  a  social  wing  is  built  later, 
the  present  structure  will  serve  as  a  dining  and 
living  room.  It  was  constructed  in  1956  for 
160,000. 

No  alumni  money  has  gone  into  paying  for 
the  house.  A  loan  paid  for  the  first  stage.  The  fra- 
ternity is  negotiating  a  loan  for  the  second  struc- 
ture. 

The  second  stage  includes  several  other  addi- 
tions and  changes.  A  living  room,  bedroom  and 
bath  will  be  built  for  a  housemother.  Parking 
space  will  be  added.  The  present  house  will  get 
oak  beams,  drop  lights  and  other  improvements. 
Two  frame  houses  on  the  320-by-150-foot  lot 
will  be  rented  to  independents.  A  parking  space 
for  every  car  will  be  provided. 

Frank  N.  Martino,  a  national  director  of  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon,  is  alumni  treasurer.

At  North  Texas  State,  a  brick  dormitory  section,  34  by  74  feet,  two  stories  high,  is  being  added 
to  present  chapter  house.  Begun  this  month,  it  will  house  56  men  and  quarters  for  housemother. 
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modeled  the  basement  and  christened  it  "Mac's 
Room"  in  honor  of  Chapter  Counselor  Prof. 
Wayde  McCalister. 

At  Oklahoma  Slate,  the  housing  situation  is 
being  brought  up  to  date.  In  1934  a  house  was 
purchased  at  324  Monroe  and  after  a  while  was 
expanded  to  accommodate  the  increased  member- 
ship. In  1955  a  new  centrally  heated  and  air-con- 
ditioned annex  was  purchased  adjacent  to  the 
main  house.  These  accommodations  very  ade- 
quately housed  the  men  for  another  five  years. 
Last  year  these  two  buildings  became  drastically 
crowded  and  this  year  it  became  necessary  to 
lease  three  other  annexes  in  order  to  house  the 
men  pledged  through  rush. 

Meanwhile  plans  for  a  new  house  are  set  with 
construction  scheduled  to  begin  quite  soon.  The 
new  house  is  designed  to  sleep  90  with  dining 
and  recreation  facilities  for  up  to  125  persons.  The 
basement  floor  will  contain  the  chapter  room, 
recreation  room,  and  storage  facilities.  The  first 
floor   will    contain    a   living   room    overlooking   a 


large  patio,  dining  room,  kitchen,  and  housemoth- 
er's apartment.  The  second  and  third  floors  will 
contain  the  study  and  sleeping  areas  for  the  men 
living  in  the  house. 

At  Rutgers,  Sig  Eps  have  purchased  30  new 
beds  with  innerspring  mattresses.  The  exterior 
and  interior  of  the  house  have  been  repainted,  and 
the  kitchen  floor  retiled.  In  the  fall,  the  third  floor 
of  the  annex  will  be  renovated  to  provide  rooms 
for  the  new  initiates. 

San  Diego  State  Sig  Eps,  having  installed  a 
heated  swimming  pool  three  years  ago,  have 
worked  together  to  build  a  patio  area  and  bar- 
becue pit,  and  are  now  completing  an  eight-foot 
waterfall  and  tropical  garden. 

The  Vermont  chapter  recently  completed  a 
new,  modern  kitchen  and  installed  new  equip- 
ment. The  addition,  costing  some  $6,500  offers 
the  best  possible  facilities.  Also,  three  new 
rooms  have  enlarged  capacity  to  38  members.

study  may  be  pursued  with  a  major  in  Personnel 
and  Guidance,  or  in  Education,  Psychology,  Rec- 
reation, Sociology,  or  other  fields.

that  they  worked  too  hard  at  Stevens  for  a  future 
as  engineers  and  scientists  to  have  this  future  de- 
stroyed by  a  miscue  resulting  in  a  nuclear  war 
which  would  undoubtedly  lead  to  the  annihila- 
tion of  the  whole  world.

Bob  Reale,  and  Jack  Anderson — wrote  a 
letter  on  behalf  of  the  chapter  to  inform  Mr. 
Khrushchev  of  a  sensible  way  to  handle  the  situa- 
tion. Brothers  are  waiting  for  Nikita's  reply. 

■  College   fraternity   and   sorority   leaders   from 
throughout    the    United    States    convened    at 

Indiana  University  April  7-8  for  one  of  the 
country's  largest  gatherings  of  representatives  of 
the  Greek-letter  social  organizations. 

Entitled  "Greek  Letter  Conference,"  the  meet- 
ing included  seminars  and  workshops  on  the  gen- 
eral subject  of  the  future  of  college  fraternities 
and  sororities  with  the  participants  including 
educators,  deans  of  students,  and  leaders  in  the 
fraternity  world. 

The  main  objective  of  the  meeting,  however, 
was  to  pay  tribute  to  Dr.  Herman  B  Wells,  In- 
diana's retiring  president,  for  his  25  years  of  con- 
tributions to  the  fraternity-sorority  movement. 
Among  these  contributions  has  been  the  develop- 
ment of  what  has  become  known  as  the  Indiana 
plan  for  financing  of  chapter  house  construction. 

■  Indiana    University   Internships    offer   an    op- 
portunity  for   professional   experience   in   stu- 
dent personnel  and  guidance  under  the  direction 
of  a  staff  trained  in  the  personnel  field.  Graduate 


■  The  admissions  problem  in  the  nation's  col- 
leges and  universities  is  hardly  more  than  a 
"statistical  phenomenon,"  Dr.  Fred  E.  Crossland, 
N.Y.U.,  New  York  University's  director  of  ad- 
ministration, says. 

Writing  in  the  March  issue  of  The  Journal  of 
Educational  Sociology,  Dr.  Crossland  says  that 
"there  simply  are  too  many  myths  about  college 
admissions  today." 

The  admissions  "crisis,"  he  says,  is  created  by 
these  "simple"  statistical  facts: 

The  typical  college  applicant  files  three  or  four 
applications  to  different  institutions. 

More  than  50  per  cent  of  all  applications  are 
sent  to  fewer  than  10  per  cent  of  the  colleges  and 
universities. 

Thus,  he  notes,  "one  high  school  senior  may 
become  four  college  applicants,  but  eventually 
he  can  become  only  one  college  freshman." 

"The  overcrowding  today,"  Dr.  Crossland 
maintains,  "is  in  the  admissions  offices,  not  in 
the  freshman  class." 

He  says  there  is  enough  room  in  the  combined 
capacity  of  all  American  colleges  to  accommodate 
"every  reasonably  qualified  candidate  desiring  ad- 
mission." 

Only  twenty-five  or  fifty  of  the  2,000  institu- 
tions of  higher  learning  in  the  United  States  have 
more  qualified  applicants  than  they  can  handle. 
Dr.  Crossland  says. 

But,  he  adds,  "hundreds  of  other  colleges  have 
vacancies,  and  almost  every  institution  (includ- 
ing the  overcrowded  ones)  aggressively  seeks  ap- 
plicants." 

This  condition,  he  says,  should  continue  for  at 
least  another  three  or  four  years. 

After  that,  however,  there  is  expected  to  be  a 
great  increase  in  college  applicants,  according  to 
Dr.  Crossland.  As  a  result  of  the  continuing  high 
birth  rate  since  World  War  II,  by  1965  there  will 
be  far  more  college-age  persons  than  ever  before 
he  predicts.
